Disease and death will follow in the wake 
ofthe food. Tonight thousands of people are 
lying in the upper rooms of their water- 
soaked housee, without heat, light, or food, 
Where gas fuel is used thé pipes are flooded 
ane cut off, and what coal there may be is 
mnder five to ten feet of water. 

At Schoenville, the home of the Pressed 
Steel Car company,‘the little town is com- 
pietely surrounded by water. 


Wheeling Fears Coming Torrent. 

Wheeling, W. Va., fears the most disastrous 
Hood in its history. The river will make a 
new high record at that point. The mountain 
Sireams are gushing down the hillside with 
Sesistiess force.

On the 
west side of the thoroughfare scarcely any 
violets and few carnations are sold. Here 
various classes of roses are in favor, as 
are calla lilieg, tulips, daffodils, jonquils, an 
daisies. George Rozacles, whose stands 
along the west side of State street fro 
Madison to Monroe streets, said his trake 
was almost opposite in character to that of 
the venders across the street. 

Roses have their admirers among the pe- 
destrians, but they yield prestige to the other | 
blossoms at this time of the years Roses 
are for all the year and constitute a more 
staid form of indulgence than is compatible 
with springtide. Pansies, meanwhile, find 
many purchasers, but they ate taken home 
rather than worn on the street, 

As for the venders themselves, they are 
nearly all foréigners, mostly Greeks and 
Italians. They come out on the first warm 
day in April and continue to sell the fowers 
till late in June, when’ the beating sun soon 
withers the unprotected stocks and ends 
business on the curbs. Then the trade goes 
to the dealers who have glass showcases. 
These dealers hold forth in the shelter of 
“L” stations and follow the shade about the 
corners of buildings. They class themselves

_ Try to Blame Hospital Staff. 
There was a tendency on the part of the 
more aggressive investigators to hold the at- 
tending staff of physicians responsible for 
the business and financial management at 
the institution. Mr. Cole frequently de- 
manded why they had not examined the 
grade of coal used. 
. “ Doctors are supposed to be professional 
men working there in a professional way,”’ 
returned Dr. William 8. White, nettled by 
queries of this nature. “ They are not sup- 
posed to be carpenters, painters, or laborers, 
neither are they expected to be building in- 
Spectors or steamfitters.”” . 
_. Dr. Murphy etated that he had been con- 
| Mected with the hospital since Feb. 1, 1879, 
and then entered into an exhaustive review

They desired a room where the 
could meet once a week, and, in addition t 
having the use of the library, could talk with 
one another, which is prohibited in the 
general room. . | 
When this: request was conveyed to the 
Library board it was promptly granted,-and 
yesterday was the first. afternoon when the 
new rule was in effect. There were not many 
present, however, but the opinion was ex- 
pressed by those who were there that there 
would be a steadily increasing attendance 
-as the fact became known. Among those 
present were John B. Curtis, Superintendent 
of the Blind department of the public schools; 
George Schorbo of Evanston, who has a fine 
library for the blind; Miss Mary Maloney, 
secretary of the Mutual Improvement 'So- 
ciety of the Blind; and others. 

All were loud in their praise of the action 
of the Library board, as well as of the fine 
library which is stored in the room.

The Moon system is made up 
of arbitrary letters in which eight different 
angles and curves are employed to make 
the letters. There is also what is called the 
American line system, which has raised let- 
ters of the ordinary kind. Many prefer this, 
but its great cost as compared with the 
Braille system, which consists of an arrange- 
ment of elevated points, makes it less used.

DEAL CREDITED. 


Cirenmstances Point to Con- 
trol by the Vanderbilt 
Interests. 


ON SIX PER CENT BASIS. 


Lease by the Northwestern Is 
Plan That Is Believed to 
Be Contemplated. 


OTHER AFFAIRS OF TRACK. 


Circumstances yesterday tended to con- 
firm the report that a lease of the Union Pa- 
elfic to the Chicago and Northwestern Is con- 
templated, and that the Vanderbilts, who 
own the Northwestern, have offered to guar- 
ahtee a 6 per cent annual dividend on the 
capital stock of the Union Pacific. There was 
at first a disinclination to believe that euch 
a large offer has been made, but parties who 
are supposed to be well posted declare that 
the amount named is correct. 

E. H. Harriman, who, together with the 
Vanderbilts, holds a majority of the Union 
Pacific stock, is said to be inclined to dispose 
of his holdings to the Vanderbilts, but is said 
to have suggested that tli® Rock Island and 
Milwaukee and St. Paul be allowed to be- 
come parties to the proposed deal, or, in 
other words, that the Union Pacific be leased 
jointly to the Northwestern, Rock Isiand, 
and Milwaukee and St. Paul roads on the pro- 
posed guarantee of 6 per cent dividend. 

The consent of the Vanderbilts and Presi- 
dent Marvin Hughitt of the Chicago and 
Northwestern, who fs now in New York, to 
the scheme proposed by Mr. Harriman is 
sald to have been obtained, but the Rock 
Island and Milwaukee and St. Paul are said 
to «till have the matter under consideration. 
With the.support of three such roads as the 
Northwestern, Rock Island, and St. Paul it 
is thought that the deal will go through. 


_ Would Care for St. Paul. 


Mr. Harriman, it is said, considers it neces- 
gary that the Milwaukee and St. Paul be 
taken care of, as otherwise it would be com- 
pelled to extend its lines in order to be able 
to meet the. competition of the powerful 
transcontinenta! combinations lately formed. 
The Rock Island is now extending its line 
from Liberal, Kas., to El Paso, Tex., where 
it will connect with the Southern Pacific... 
But this would give it a direct line only to 
los Angeles and southern California, and it 
would be no better off than it is now, so far 
as San Francisco business is concerned. 
Under the proposed deal it could use its own 
“ime to Denver and thence use the Union 
Pacific instead of the Denver and Rio Grande 
and Rio Grande Western roads, which are 
now controlled by George J. Gould. 

The Milwaukee and St. Paul’s Western 
terminus is at the Missouri River and con- 
nects with the Union both at Omaha and 
Kansas City.. By becoming part owner of 
the Union Pacific it would be placed in as 
favorable position for transcontinental busi- 
ness as the Chicago and Northwestern. 

The Chicago and Northwestern and 
Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis and Om 
roads are said to be planning a number of 
important extensions to be placed in a posi- 
tion to compete more effectively against the 
Hill-Burlington combination. 

The Northern Pacific directors are said to. 
have formally approved the terms of the 
Burlington deal. .No action as yet has been 
taken by the Great Northern directors, but 
as James J. Hill holds a controlling interest

‘New York, April 20.—After a flerce bat- 
tle which lasted two days the.chess players 
representing the United States afid the 
United Kingdom broke even in the sixth in- 
ternational match by cable. 


The Englishmen scored two games and kept . 


the lead util this evening, when victories 
by Newman and Pillsbury offset their ad- 
vantage. Two games were agreed upon a8 
drawn, so when the twelfth ‘hour, London 
time, approached, there were still four games 
going, which by the rule should have been 
gubmitted to the referee for adjudication. 

By mutual consent, however, two more 
games were called a draw, and each side was 
awarded one game. This compromise met 
with general approval and was considered 
fair, as the decision of the referee could not 
have been otherwise.

Lipton’s New Yacht Is Christened by 
Lady Dufferin Under Most Auspi- 
cious Circumstances Amid a Blend- 
ing of English, American, and Irish 
Colors—Sir Thomas Says He Expects 
to Build a Defender Next Time—New 
Boat Empbodies Novelties in Deaign.

Details of the Boat. 

When the yacht is viewed in profile the 
most striking feature is the extreme fineness 
of its ends. The overhangs fore and aft are 
drawn out to exceptional length and the 
water line underneath looks deceptively 
short. The fin is of medium length, probably 
thirty feet at the extreme measurement, and 
is finished at the bottom with a pronounced 
rocker. 

Without doubt the chief characteristic of 
the yacht’s design is the manner in which its 
beam is thrown right-forward, almost into 
the eyes of the boat. The forward deck lines 
are carried out full well into the overhang 
and the drawing in does not start until half 
way between the mast and the stern. From 
the mast it runs aft in a long curve and goes 
out into the longest and finest counter ever 
seen on a cup challenger, the breadth at the 
taffrail being only about seven feet. 

For the purpose of saving weight forward 
the stem is snuffed off, leaving a small, flat 
triangular surface under the bowsprit. The 
deck, with its wide lines forward and excep- 
tionally fine run, has the appearance of hav- 
ing been suggested by towing experiments. 
In Shamrock I, the well défined stem Was 
carried from under the bowsprit to the top 
edge of the fin, but in the new boat the stem 
stops short before it reaches the water line,

Summing up, the challenger undoubtedly 
has the finest lines ever turned out of the 
Clyde. It has a hull that will be easily. driv- 
en. Its beam will give it a great deal ef sta- 
bility, but it will probably sail a trifle ten- 
der, and will be best suited when club top 
sails can be carried with dry decks. —

Harriman’s Big Farm 

One of the big figures in financial and rail- 
road matters for the last six months has been 
BE. H. Harriman, whose purchase and re- 
organization of the Chicago and Alton road | 
first brought him into prominence and whose 
operations in high finance are now on a scale 
that has made him a well-known man abroad 
as well as at home. 

Mr. Harriman is a Seat oe devotee 
to the backbone, and about the only pleasure 
he cares for aside from those of Wall street 
is to visit his magnificent breeding establish- 
ment, known as Arden Farms, and situated 
near Goshen, Orange County, N. Y. Mr. 
Harriman’s entrance into the breeding ranks 
of the trotting horse world occurred about 
ten. years ago and«was’spectacular. The 
California stallion Stamboul, for whom was 
claimed a record of. 2:07%;-but whose official 
mark is 2:11, was to be auctioned off at Mad- 
ison Square Garden. At that time nobody in 
the horse business had ever heard of EB. H. 
Harriman, and so when a quiet man bid 
$44,000 for the handsome stallion there was a 
rush to find out all about him. It was soon 
discovered that he was a Wall street broker, 
was well off but not known as a rich man, 
and came originally from down Virginia or 
Maryland way. 

Mr. Harriman went into the breeding and 
racing of trotters with the same particular- 
ity of detail and skilled’ watchfulness over 
every point In the game that has made him 
such @ success in ‘tiie larger matters of his 
career. His premier stallion was a beauty 
as well as a t trottér, and while as a sire 
of trotters he has not been a great success he 
and his get have won a lot of honors in the 
show ring. But Mr. Harriman has not been 
content with this. His great ambition is to 
breed a trotter from Stamboul that will be 
right among the topnotchers, and in the last 
few years he has gone about this in a sys- 
tematic way. In 1887 he thought he had one 
in @ 2-year-old called Elsie S., and early in 
the winter he made a friendly match with 
Marcus Daly, the Montana millionaire, 
whereby Elsie 8. was to meet Limerick, also 
a 23-year-old, over the half-mile track at 
Goshen, where Mr. Harriman and some other | 
trotting horse enthusiasts give a rattling 
trotting meeting every summer irrespective 
of expense.

JACKSNIPE MORE ABUNDANT IN 
Indiana Law Prohibits Bagging Ducks 
After April 15, but Does Not Protect 
Rabbits or Snipe—Flight of Golden 
. Plover Comes a Week After Closing 
ot the Law—High Water Promises 
Well for Fishermen — Uniawtul to 
Shoot Quail in Wisconsin.

- ‘The duck shooting season in Indiana ended 
on April 15, and, although the Indiana law 
does not.extend its protection to cotton tail 
rabbits or to jacksnipe in the same terms 
which it applies to wild fowl and upland 
game, yet the average Chicago shooter does 
not want rabbits in April and is afraid to'go 
hunting for jacksnipe when there are a 
thousand deputy wardens hanging aroucd 
the edge of the marsh waiting to turn an 
honest penny and asking to see his $25 li- 
cense. 


| The early prediction of abundant jacksnipe 
shooting this ep seems to be fairly well 
fulfilled, the high waters having left a great 
@eal of feeding ground for these birds, a 
fortunate thing for the shooters of [linois 
under the ebtaining Indiana situation. A 
part of the Kankakee.marshes lie in the State 
of Illinois, and these will have their quota 
of snipe shooters. Along the Desplaines 
River and along hundreds of sloughs making 
back into the farming country from the Kar- 
kakee or Desplaines, and dotting the high 
prairies to the west and southwest of this 
ity, there are numbers of good snipe bogs 
‘which are just wet enough and not too wet 
to bring in the birds and hold them. Back 
of the Illinois River there are larger marshes, 
and at such points as Mineral there are spring 
“pores running back into the hills which 
are good for nice bags almost any decent day.

Here he puts out, some twenty or thirty 
yards from his blind, his tin decoys, painted 
in imitation of the plumage of the bird. So 
far so well, but even now, if he is not able 
to imitate the whistle pf the plover, he will 
mot have much sport.’ These birds decoy 
perfectly to the whistle if it be executed in 
anything like imitation of their natural call, 
and .a.good caller can bring @ flock into his 
decoys from a half to two-thirds of a mile 
cown wind. Ornice they spy the decoys you 
cannot keep them away. They come in hur- 
Tying, close packed, and falling over each 
other in their to get down on 
the groynd where the painted images are 
standing. It is an easy trick for the hunter 
to pour his leaden hail through the serried 
ranks, and if he does not kill a dozen birds 
‘to his two barrels it is not the fault of the 
birds.

disappear from the country, just like the 
ruffied grouse, although there seems to be 
no especial enemy and no lack of feed.

The deer season in Wisconsin, as appears 
by the draft of the Wisconsin game law, in- 
stead of being shortened will be put back 
ten days. The open season will be from 
Nov. 10 to Nov. 30. Every deer killed will 
have to be tagged as soon as itis shot. The 
Wisconsin law limits the daily bag to fifty 
ducks and twenty-five partridges. It must 
be remembered always that only twenty 
pounds of game fish can be taken out of the 
Siate by any angler. If the fisherman who 
is on the point of going into Wisconsin will 
paste this little clause in his hat he may 
save himself a bushel of trouble. 

The ut season in Wisconsin opened on 
April 15, and at this date the outlook still re- 
mains something of a problem. There are a 
few early streams, such as the White River, 
where some good takes of trout are made this 
early, but along the better streams the first 
week in May is usually a safer time to make 
a trip, if one cannot go more than two or 
three times during the season. _ Sic

It is fortunate that before this petition had 
reached its destination King Edward had 
surrendered the Grand Mastership of Eng- 
lish Freemasons to the Duke of Conhatight 
and had severed his connection with the 
craft. Otherwise he would have been placed 
in an exceedingly awkward position, since 
his Masonic obligations would have clashed 
with the political interests of his kingdom.

ple of the King of Sweden, the Emperor of 
Germany, of Emperor Frederick, of the King 
of Denmark, and of several of the sovereigns 
of the German confederation m the matter. 


Napoleon III. neglected to take this step 


it was owing to his Masonic obligations that 
he gave such powerful support to the United 
Italy party, south of the Alps, in defiance 
of French interests. For it is hardly nedes- 
sary to point out that it wae to the advan- 
tage of France that Italy should remaii di- 
vided up into a number of petty sovereignties 
instead of constituting one united kingdom 
that would necessarily become a menace and 


as its capital. . 
When Napoleon ascended the , Of 
France he found ft convenient to forget his 
obligations which he had taken upon himself 
as a member of the Italian lodges. But Maz- 
zini, who was one of the principal dignitaries 
of the Grand Orient of Italy, and other influ- 
ential Italian Masons lost. no time in re- 
minding him of his solemn pledges, giving 
*him to understand that not merely the enmi- 
ty of the craft but also punishment in the 
shape of death would inevitabiy overtake 
him unless he lived up to his promises. Not 
only threats but bona fide attempts upon his 
life commenced to-follow upon one another 
with startling rapidity, until in 1859 he, to 
the dismay of all of his most sensible coun- 
ecllors and friends, embarked France in @ 
costly and wholly unnecessary war with 
Austria for the purpose of driving it out of 
Lombardy and of uniting the latter, as well 
as the Grand Duchy of Tuscany, the Duehy 
of Parma, and a number of other petty sov- 
ereignties of the peninsula to what was then 
known as the Kingdom of Sardinia, * He 
likewise gave material support to the move- 
ment which resulted in the overthrow of the 
Kingdom of Naples and its absorption by: 9 
he 


Kingdom of Sardinia, which then becaine

Napoleon's Masonic friends sanded that 
he should help them to secur¢ on of 
Rome. But he realized that ‘his subjects 
would not tolerate his taking part ag sov- 
‘ereign of France in any movement that had 
for its object the overthrow of the temporal! 
sovereignty of the Pope, and that he would 
risk not only revolution and the loss of his 
throne but likewise domestic catastrophes 
if. he continued any longer to yield to the 
demands of his Italian fellow-Masons. It 
was then that he caused his cousin, Prince 
Murat, to become Grand Master of the 
French Freemasons, and proclaimed his in- 
tention of protecting the order in France, in 
order to thoroughly make it clear both in his 
own dominions and in Italy that he had . 
ceased to be a Mason or to be bound by his 
obligations as such, although he remained a 
friend of the craft. And in order to givea 
token of his good will to the latter he issued 
a decree, bearing the date of 1862, legally 
recognizing and authorizing the existence of 
the Order of Freemasons in France. 

This, however, did not satisfy his former 
Masonic bretliren in Italy, and until the end’ 
of his he was an object of their special 
enmity and hatred, the persecution t§ which 
they subjected him being well nigh intolera- 
ble. In fact, his experience constituted a 
notable warning to all old world sovereigns 
to relieve themselves of their Masonic ob- 
ligations as soon as ever they ascended the 
throne and became burdened with great na- 
tional and international responsibilities. — 


Ex-Sultan Mourad. was a Mason long be- 
fore his accession to the throne at Con- 
stantinople, and it may incidentally be said 
that Masonry plays a great role not merely 
In Turkey and Egypt but likewise .in 
‘Afghanistan, India, China, and, indeed, 
throughout the Orient, the Masonic lodges. 
in the Philippines having been the life and 
soul of the insurrectionary movement against 
the Spaniards prior to 1898. It cannot be

but likewise through the Orient Masonry 
has been largely identified with liberalism in 
politics, and it was largely because ex-Sultan 
Mourad, as 4 Freemason, was so progressive 
that the fanatic Moslem clergy and those 
pashas interested in the maintenance of the 
old order of things in Turkey deposed him in 
favor of the younger brother of the present 
Sultan. 

During the months that Mourad was 
on the throne he announced his intention. of 
establishing a thoroughly constitutional 
form of government. He lifkewise surren- 
dered to the national treasury two-thirds of 
his civil list, cut down the palace expenses 
by at least 50 per cent, and actually declared 
himself in favor of female suffrage and of 
woman's rights. He likewise instituted steps 
in the direction of.a radical reform of the 
Mohammedan religion. Whether he was

The memory of 
his advanced liberalism remains green in

show its appreciation of his heroic 
rescue of forty-three persons during 
the Galveston floods the people of Tex- 
as have given a gold medal to Major 
Lioyd R. D. Fayling of Kalamazoo. 
The decoration, which cost about $500, is 
of 18 carat gold, solid, handeomely designed, 
and studded with gems. The obverse side 
bears the coat of arms of Texas, supported 
on @ Doric Maltese cross, with the inscrip- 
tion, “ For Bravery. Galveston, September, 
1900,"" encircling the State emblem. On the 
reverse side is inscribed, “‘ Presented by Cit- 
igzens of Texas to Major L. R. D. Fayling, 
who rescued forty-three persons at the peril 
of his own life. Placed in command under 
martial law, his ability, courage, and en- 
ergy restored and maintained law and order. 
His work was the saving of the city.’’. 
Major Fayling ‘served as Deputy United 
States Marshal in Chicago during the strike 
of 1804, rendering effective service. In 1895 
he entered the secret service of the Cuban 
junta with the rank of Lieutenant, but was 
soon. transferred to the firing line and for 
two years saw much hard fighting under 
General Gomez, participating in many fili- 
bustering expeditions. He was twice cap- 
tured by the Spaniarde, once being confined 
until he. was physically prostrated. 
health compelled him to resign, and he left 
the Cuban grmy with the rank of Captain 
and a brevet Major. When the war with 
Spain broke out Major Fayling raised the 
first company from Ohio at his own expense 
and offered it to the government. He was 


elected Captain of his company but 
fighting. 

At the time of the flood Major Fayling had 
been the Southern agent of a New Yok cor- 
poration with headquarters in Galvéston. 
When Galveston. was placed under 
law ‘he became its sole Governor for the time

Fayling personally rescued, all were saved 
by hard swimming or wading out into the 
water. When thestorm broke Major Fayling 
had gone down tb the beach to get a view 
of the sea. As the hurricane increased in 
fury he started to return to his office. He 
found that he had to swim and wadein.an 
average of five feet of water, and was kept 
busy dodging live-wires. It was alniost im- 
possfele to stand against the wind. Reath- 
ing his office he threw off his clothing, and 
putting ona bathing suit was ready for work:

Crispi's claim to distinction rests in his insane big-headedness, and in a 
certain impetuosity which is sometimes mistaken for magnanimity because 
he invents and fathers ideas that are out of all proportion to the resources 


of his country. 


_ His plans were ‘aken to be evidences of genius by the great public, while 
their very extravagance stamps them as misconceived and dangerous. When 
many years ago, after the assassination of Alexander LI., a great number of 
Russian refugees landed on our shores, Crispi wrote an open letter advocat- 
ing the organization by all civilized nations of a crusade against Kussia. 

A predecessor of this man as Italian Premier, and his equal in respect 


to insane big-headedness, inveigled Italy to invade the desert of Assab; 
_ Orispi went him one better and persuaded. himself that there was hope of 


founding an African empire. 
Riots occur in two or three small villages of Sicily, and Urispi not only 


declares martial law over the entire island, but, where a few regiments — 


would have sufficed to restore order; sends an entire army, at a cost of 8,0UU,- 
QUO francs. Of this army one man was killed in the “ battles’ provoked. 


When Crispi was italy’s Premier he treated as an army of terrible ene- 


mies every handful of theoretical! Socialists baptized in rose water, men so 
far removed from political actualities that they refused united action, being 
fearful of provoking radical measures. 

While Premier his insane big-headedness prevented Crispi from Naheitne 
to criticisms of his moral conduét; he seemed to regard himself as the state 
personified and acted accordingly; his actions were not the outcome of 
genius, but rather the result of a brutality; still, as no ordinary being 
would dare so much, his brutality was voted genius, ae was that of Louis: 
XIV. and Charles - 

‘The megalomania of political individuals, be they called great men or 
fools, ends with their death and often before their death; the big-headed- 
ness of nations is far more dangerous.

The 
flowering dogwood is rare, save in “ 
vated portions of the country to the 
but both the blossoms and the fruit make 
it a beautiful tree. The round-leaved dog- 
wood grows in the open, rich woods and 
copses, sometimes having leaves seven 
inches broad and showing a dark-blue fruit. 
The red ozier dogwood #s found on the banks 
of streams and in wet places south of Hyde 


Park. It often produces a second set of blos- 
soms in August or Beptember. Occasionally 
it grows in matted clumps, G@tue to limbs 
which droop and take root in the ground, 
The fly honeysuckle has been found in the 
rich woods and ravines near Evanston, Niles, 
Rogers Park, and Desplaines. The trumpet 
honeysuckle was found near Evanston, but 
is thought to have escaped from cultivation 
at that place. The yellow honeysuckle is 
frequent, but the bush honeysuckle is rare, 
found only near Evanston and Riverside, 
The wild forget-me-not is rare in Cook 
County, growing from Wilmette to Hyde 
Park tn moist, sandy soils. : 
Goldenrod is found almost anywhere in sea- 
son, adapting itself to all conditions of soil 
and moisture.

As showing the close. limitations 
of gome of these varieties, however, it is 
Temarked that Kalm’s lobelia is plentiful 
near South Chicago, but extfemely rare in the 
neighborhood of Rogers Park. | 
The harebell, or bluebell, or lady's thimble, 
i# found on the bluffs of the lake shore, morc 
entifully south than north. The marsh bell- 
tlower is common in the wet prairies and 


meadows, while the tall bellflower haunts the 


moist, woods near Riverside. | 


Only one specimen of the pink azalea was 4 


found in Cook County. It was in the damp 
woods, not far from the north end of Lake 
Calumet. The shrub was found in May, 1886, 
and was about five feet high. The ground 
was cleared in 1887, however, and the plant

The wild Sweet William has been marked 


near Glencoe, Niles, Maywood, and River- 
side, growing on the banks of streams and in 
the deep woods. Several shades of phiox are 
found in the same genera! territory, requir- 
ing the damp, black soil of the woods, with 
the accompanying shade. | 
The lady's slipper is found in the bogs and 
low woodlands. There are several varieties 


—the small white, the yellow, the large 

yellow, the showy, and pink. : 
Several vatieties of blue flag are found in 

the marshes, and lilies, ranging white, yellow,

of Bacteriologist’ s Gaines Pig and Rabbit. 


markable Story of Eighteen Plucky | 
ricams | Who Volunteered 


ERE is a remarkable 
plucky men who, for humanity's sake, 
enacted the roles of the guinea pig 
and rabbit of the bacteriologist’s lab- 
oratory; who offered themselves as 

wacrifices upon the altar of Esculapius. 
These brave chaps actually gave their bodies 
as habitations for germs of one of the most 
‘treacherous diseases known to humanity— 
yellow fever. The experiments were recent- 
ly conducted by the United States army. 
Their scene w4s a lonely plain a mile outside 
Quemados, Cuba. These men were United 
States soldiers, American civilians, and Span- 

ish immigrants. 

Bight of them suffered yellow fever as a 
result of the tests. None died. The experi- 
ments were directed by Drs. Walter Reed, 
James Carroll, and A. Agramonte, United 
States army. Dr. Reed had recently returned 
to Washington when the writer obtained the 
interesting details from him. 

The lonely région outside Quemados was 
chosen. because it offered complete control 
over the moveinents of the men selected for 

inoculation with the yellow fever germs. The 
Place was an uncultivated field. In its midst 


seven hespital tents were pitched twenty feet 


apart. In these the subjects were quartered. 
SBeveral frame buildings completed this ex- 
perimental camp. It was named ‘‘ Camp La- 
' gear ’’ in honor of Dr. Jesse W. Lazear, U. 8. 
A., who succumbed to yellow fever dyring 
experiments made in Cuba last fall.. The

Asked how the subjects of these ehiet 
ments were selected, Dr. Reed explained to 
the writer: ‘‘ The majority volunteered.

“It will be necessary to stop the propaga- 
tion of this particular mosquito if we wish 
to stamp out yellow fever. Important san- 
itary ‘work/ in Cuba is now being based on 
our observations. Today when a man falls 
ill .with the fever the board of health goes 
to his rooms and carefully screens them. 
The board is also using kerosene or a sim-

HE hope of some time evolving 
and bringing out a new rose— 
a’ perfect, fragrant, glowing, 
and hitherto unknown speci- 
men of the queen of all flow- 
ers—is the hope and the vision 
that dances, perpetually and 
phantasm-like, before the eyes 
and mind of every rose grower 

aod rose culturist the ‘world over. It is a 

feat dificult of accomplishment, that of 

Bringing out a new and perfect rose, which 
% perhaps, the reason that it is so often at- 

éempted. From 2,000 to 3,000 new roses are 

on the florists’ market every season 

- the rose lovers and growers, almost as 

gumerous as the roses, who have worked and 

to make possible the new flowers. 

Of this number one or two, never more and 

seldom as many, may possibly survive. “No 
mew rose is ever placed on the public or 

copray market which has not been tested 
t 


he florists and rose-growing professionals 
for at least two or three seasons. Only those 
goses which prove themeelves reliable, per- 
fect, and reasonably “ steady’ ever know 
the light of the public square. The roses not 
@ndowed with sufficient staying power to 
gtand the private tests are never heard of. 
Thousands of these rejected roses drop out of 
gxistence, almost as suddenly and quietly 
ge they vm into ft, every rese season that 
around. 
* The rose lovers and ae of Chicago, 
however, have two or three distinct and 
Heautiful new roses offered for their delight 
and delectation thie year. While roses are 
in season the whole year round in that they 
may always be found in seemingly absolute 
perfection, yet the “‘rose season” of tho 
really knowing rose students and of the rose 
market lasts from the beginning of April 
mntil the second or third week in May. At 
fhe end of this period the conservatory or 
glass-grown rose yields precedence to the 
w@utdoor rose of the rose gardens and the 
warmer localities. June, the proverbial and 
acknowledged “month of roses,” is only 
guch in regard to those roses which thrive 
in the open. Perfect, reliable, and hardy 
foses of this order are even rarer and more 
infrequent in appearance than are similar 
gecruits from the world of glass and steam- 
heated forcing houses. 
All of the new 1901 roses mentioned are of 
fhe latter order, and therefore in fullest 
ection at the present time. Of the forty- 
or fifty new European and twelve or 
thirteen American roses promised for 1901, 
the two or three specimens mentioned prob- 
ably will be the only ultimate survivors, with 
& possible three or four on the other side of 
the ocean. Ferdinand Scarlatti, a famous

twenty-six of the half hundred 
rose 
growers are exceedingly conservative, and 
even skeptical, in regard to the probable 
life of these promised rose beauties. Forty- 
one new species of roses have been brought 
out in rose growing circles since the begin- 
ning of 1899, while 1,013 known varieties of 
roses existed previous to that time. Yet the 
roses known to the general public, an 
can be depended upon absolutely as god and 
scarcely number ten. 

A beautiful rose, like a beautiful woman, 
is far more likely to be capricioue than re- 
liable; the striking success of an initial sea- 
son may beanything but duplicated the next. 


It is for this reason that new roses undergo. . 


such searching private tests before being 
placed upon the market. And, too, thereare 
fashions in roses as in regard to beauties of 
less short-lived orders. Comparativ few 
people inquire nowadays for the glorious 
Jacqueminots, the delicate Maréchal Niels, 
or the sumptuous. Gloire de Dijon roses, 
which were once so popular and so adored. 


To go back farther, what has become of the > 


delicate *‘ moasas"’ roses, rose lovers pf two 
generations ago regarded so highly? And 
who now mourns the passing of the **‘ Martha 
Washington” blossoms, which all rose lov- 
ers once worshiped? A similar fate is now 
being predicted for the stately American 
beauties and the lovely white “ bride *’ roses 
of present popularity by those rose students 
who have other rose beauties to bring out, or 
who long perpetually for new rose ! to 
conquer. 


The new * Liberty rose, the rose 
nent as well as predominant in the world of 
roses and rose lovers just now, is one of the 
most successful rivals which ever lifted up 
a lovely head to aspire to the proud position 
so long occupied by the beautiful “* Jack ”’ 
species. The “Liberty” was brought out in the 
East some time ago, but is now being shown 
for the first time in Chicago. Ernést-Asmus, 
a well-known New York rose cujturist, 
is responsible for its introduction, and Chi- 
cago rose lovers, as rose lovers everywhere, 
cannot fail to approve of his efforts.

Primitive races contented themselves with 

much less.

woven straw, but some sort of distended top 
piece, which reproduced in a way the dome 
of a mosque, itself a reduced copy of the 
vault of the firmament.

A peep at the fashions and the buildings of 
the more sedentary races, who chose for their 


houses the eternal stones and marbles, shows 
the same parallels. The elegant little head- 
dresses which look so jaunty on the maidens. 
of Tanagra are well known to the tourist, 
and have been somewhat popularized by the 
Parisian workmen. They are simply a fav- 
orite motive of the architecture of old Pales- 
tine, whose single extant specimen, aside of 
the hat on many a fair head, is the structure 
known as the Tomb of Alealom in the Vallty 


of Jehoshaphat. 


The pyramids of canquie that decorate the 
Siamese actors are only pigmy images of the 
pinnacles surmounting their native pagodas. 
In the Orient or in the Occident the penomena 
are the gamo, the instances are bewilderingly 
numberless. 

The lofty conical coiffures of the beautiful 
dames of the middle ages bear the closest re-
